Instantly Killed by 


Old Son of Isaac Gibson, 
Flash of Lightning 


During Electric Storm 


A streak of lightning: followed 
immediately by @ roaring crash at 
about 7 o’clock this Friday evening 
was the signal of one of the great- 
est. crlamities witnessed by the 
citizens of Lacombe since a long 
time. It was Isaac Gibson's large 
barn, known. far and near as the 
‘* White Horse Barn,” three and a 
half miles east of here, that wis 
struck. 

Three people were in the barn at 
the time: Mr. Gibson, his eight- 
year old ‘son James and a hired 
man: The hired man was working 
at one eud of the barn and was 
thrown to the ground but received 
nothing worse than a bad shock; 
at the other end were the father 
and son, the father milking a cow 
and the son leaning against the 
door post watching Mr Gibson. 
At the sound of the crash Mr. Gib- 
son was thrown to the ground and 
while picking himself up he notic 
ed James stretched out in the door- 
way. Be quickly went to his as. 
sistance and found the boy as stiff 
as a board. He carried him to the 
honse and Dr. Hynes was imme- 
diately summoned. 

“*Phé' doctor found that the boy 
had.been killed instantly, he had 
been hit on the left cheek where 
his face was pitted. with a nawber 
of small holes; from there it trav. 


elled to a spot just above the 
beart; his clothing ani flesh at 
this spot were pierced with holes 
as if a red hot poker had been 
driven in several times; from the 
heart the ball crossed over to the 
right leg down to the gronnd; the 
feg and clothing were marked in 
the same manner as the upper part 
of the body and the sole and heel 
of his shoe were completely torn 
off. 

The barn, which was one of the 
finest in this part of the country 
was completeiy burned down. It 
was a large barn which cost in the 
neighborhood of $5,000 and. was 
insured for $1,400. 

The fire was seen from the town 
and a number of people spceded 
out in their autos to ‘render assis- 
tance but they arrived tov late to 
give any valuable help, neverthe- 
less the horses, cattle and part of 
the hurness were saved but two 

pigs were roasted in the Gevcaning 
flames. 
_ Mr. Gibson is a native of On- 


tario but has spent a large part of; 


his life in the States. He came to 
Lacombe from Iowa about three 
years ago and purchased the Ross 
farm, east of. town, where. the. 
family has since resided. The 

most heartfelt sympathy of the en- 
tire commanity i3 extended to the 
bereaved family.

He was taken to the office of 
Dr. McKidd and .the woand dress- 
ed. It proved to be a deep cut 
along ‘the entire length of the 
hand, reaching the bone. Hault’s 
companion, Albert Sam, who lives 
with Hault at 215 Twelth avenue 
weet, returned to the grounds and 
identified Carroll as the man who 
did the cutting. The detective 
took Carroll to headquarters and 
called other witnesses to the affray, 
sone establishing to his own gatis- 
faction that Carroll was innocent.

Twenty two per cent of 
the flooring manufactured !n Ontario 
is made from the wood of the black 
a.d the yellow birch, the more com- 
mon white or pape, birch not usually 
growing to a sufficient size for this 
purpose. Birch is a hard, strong. 
fine-grained, reddish-browa wood, 
which take. ah polish and, there- 
for, is very suitable for flooring. It 
can be rtained to imitate more expen- 
sive woods, such as mahogany, cher- 
ry or walnut, and, being easily work- 
ed, it is also extensively uged for fur- 
niture and interlor decoration. 

Becch is une of Ontarlo’s cheapest 
hardwo>ds, the ordinary grades of 
lumber costing only thirteen dollars 
and sixty one cents pe thousand feet, 
board measure. It frequently con- 
stitutes one tenth to one third of the 
cheaper grades of birch flooring, but 
ifs qualitos justify its separsio use, 
for it is strong, fine-grained and so 
hard that ‘t become: quite slippery in 
time. It. is also used for furniture 
to some extent. 

Of the biroa and beech used in On- 
tario, ninety per cent of the former 
and ninety eight per cent of the lat- 
ter are home grown. The existing 
supplies of these woods {% Ontario 
are sufficient to meet a much greater 
demand, and as oak and maple are 
growing increasingly dear, it is cer- 
tain. that the use of birch and. beech 
especialiy for floaring will scon be- 
come much :nore widespread.

Public Drinking Cup 


Dangers that lurk in public drink- 
ing cups—soon to be banished from 
New York by order of the board of 
health—are shown effectively by 
some recent testc at Chicago's muni- 
cipal Jeboratory. Guinea pigs inocu- 
lated with germs from public drink- 
ing vessels sickened quickly and one 
died. The tests showed conclusive- 
ly, said Dr. F. O. Tonney, who 1s In 
charge of the laboratury, that there 
is grave danger to the public through 
the use of COMmMmon cups in bita 
places. ‘About two dozen pigs were 
inoculated and all show signs of de- 
veloping disease. The pig that died 
Was ineculated with diphtheria germs 
taken from a drinking cup, and lived 
only twelve hours.

CABINET TO RESIGN 


Determinatior, Due to Acquittal of De- 
puty Desacs in Libel Suit Agalinet 
~Him by ‘Premier 


Buda Pest.—The Hungarian cabinet 
of which Dr. Ladisvius von Lukace is 
premier, has decidec to resign. This 
determination ia due to the acquittal 
of Deputy’ Desacs in a libel suit 
brought against him by the premier, 
whom M, accused of cortup- 
tion, and characterized as the world’s 
panamiist--a panaimist being one of 
the persons involved in the corrupt 
fransactions by which the Panama 
Canal company (1879-93) obtained po-

state. 

For these reasons the court held 
that the expression used by Deputy 
Desacs were privileged.

Sir Henry Curtis Bennett Was Seized 
by Women on Edge of Cliff 


London, A startling story about 
the late Sir Henry Curtis Bennett, the 
Bow Street police magistrate, is told 
by Harry Wilson, a solicitor practic- 
ing at Bow Street. 

Sfr Henry told Mr. Wilson that he 
was walking aléug the cliffs at a sea- 
side resort when he was suddenly 
seized by one of two women, who 
tried to. push ‘him ovér the edge, For- 
tunately he: fell the other way, other- 
wise he-would have been killed. When 
he regained his feet the woman had 
disappeared. After this adventure 
the. magistrate was guarded by de 
tectives.

Weekly Grain Letter Supplied by 
Thompson, Sons & Co,, Grain Mer- 
chants, Winnipeg. 


Winnipeg, June 3.—Weather condi- 
tions for the new crops continue to 
govern prices In the wheat markets. 
The dry, hot conditions in the South- 
western States mentioned in our pre- 
vious report continued until Saturday 
of the week under review and as a 
result, prices advanced and the trade 

Uy were beginning to be afraid 
that considerable damage would soon 
take place if the unfavorable weather 
continued. Monday’s weather map, 
however, showed rains In the South- 
western States, as well as in the 
North-western States and Canada, 
which caused a decidedly easier feel- 
{ng and g corresponding decline in 
prices. | Reports so far indicate only 
light rains and if later advices show 
important sections to be still without 
sufficient moisture sentiment would 
quickly change to the bull side. There 
has undoubtedly. been some deteriora- 
tion but it is well to take into consid- 
eration that the previous condition of 
the crop has been reported as very 
high so that it will take more than 
the ordinary amount of damage to 
lower the average yield of the entire 
winter.-wheat crop. In the Nortb- 
western States and-Canada the rains, 
while not actually needed, were very 
welcome and with a continuation of 

it week's warm weather, the growth 

ould now be very rapid. Foreign 
crops, as reported by cable, with only 
one or two exceptions, are doing well. 
In the United Kingdom the weather 
the past week, has been splendid and 
crops show much improvement. 
France reports an improved outlook 
but the outturn js not expected to be 
large. Crop outlook in Germany bas 
deteriorated owing to dry weather. 
Conditions in Adstria are very favor- 
able. The outlook in the southern 
part part of Russia is mostly good, 
but in the Volga region the outlook is 
uncertain. Argentina reports favor- 
able conditions. While the crop 
news has been the leading factor in 
the market and has monopolized the 
attention of the trade, there has been 
some evidence that Eyropean import- 
ers are taking more interest in North 
American wheat. It cannot be said 
there {js any improvement in the de- 
mand for Canadian wheat as values 
are still 2c. to 3c. out of Jine, but 
on the low spots during the week 
some export business has been done 
from the United States markets. 
The new business has not amounted 
to much but it is a hopeful sign as it 
ie practically the first purchase Euro- 
pean importers have made since the 
trouble over drafts arose a number 
of weeks ago. Shipments from North 
America and India to consuming coun- 
tries are heavy but stocks are not 
piling up and European requirements 
for the next couple of months are ex- 
pected to be at the rate of 12,500,000 
bushels per week, which should take 
care of what is left of the old crops 
{in North America without any serlous 
impairment in the present price lev- 
el. The world’s shipments of wheat 
for this week were lighter, the total 
being 14,176,000 bushela as against 
16,864,000 bushe' last week, and 
9,968,000 bushels last year. The larg- 
est shippers were America with 6,752,- 
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000 bushels; + 2,244,000 bushels; 
and Russia, 1,944,006 bushels. The

The United States visible supply de- 
creased 2,128,000 bushels, compared to 
a dec of 1,379, bushels same 
week in 1913.

In apite of lower cables an” set 
back in the United States markets the 
Winnipeg market holds wonderfully 
strong. Hxporters claim export bids 
are still out of line, millers report 
poor flour demand, go it !s surprising 
where the strength comes from. Re 
celpts, of course, for some time past 
have been mostly elevator shipments 
which were already sold, so that no 
new offerings have been coming on 
the market. It was generally ex- 
pected, however, that with the May 
congestion out of the way prices would 
decline to an export level. Hvidently 
this is not going to be the case as 
indications point to the July delivery 
becoming congested also. Farmers 
are now through seeding and offer- 
ings will be larger and unless crop 
conditions turn unfavorable or export 
demand improves there should be 
some readjustment of prices on the 
Winnipeg market as at the present 
time Winnipeg prices are Be. to 6c. 
higher than either Chicago or Minne- 
apolis, which condition can hardly be 
said to be entirely healthy. On ac- 
count of today being the King’s birth- 
day there was only a curb market on 
the local exchange so there are no 
official closing prices and the figures 
below are only nominal quotations on 
what we consider could be got at 1.15 
o'clock, No. 1 Northern, 95%¢;

Being convinced by 
the sight of the wagons that Joseph 
still lived, he started on hi, journey 
to Egypt and at Beersgeha offered 
sacrifices unto God. 

Thus began, with the entrance {nto

Abram: Thy seed shall be a gtranger 
in a land 


that 18 not theirs (Gen. 
Xv, 18, 14). The other end of the 
Promise: Afterward chall they come 


out with great substance, 6eems to 
ort ti so real to Jacob that, ag 

Srael, he said to Joseph efor 
dfed: Behold, I die, but God aball ed 
with you and bring you again unto 
the land of your fathers (xIviil, 91). 
When Joseph died, over fifty years !at- 
er, he said to his brethren: I die ard 
God will surely visit you and bring 
you out af this land. And ye shall 
carry Up my bones from hence (1. 24, 
25). When Jacob and all his house- 
hold drew near to “gypt he sent Ju- 
dah to advise Joseph and to direct 
his way. And again we think of 
Him who came from Judah, who only 
can direct our way. 

Joseph, being thus advised of his 
father’s arrival at Goshen, went in hig 
charjot to meet his father and pre- 
sented himself unto him (xlvi, 29), 
and who can tell what is so briefly 
summed up in the words: Ie fell on 
his neck and wept on his neck a 
good while? Whata meeting it must 
have been after twenty-two years of 
separation, and Joseph all the time 
supposed by his father to be dead! 
Now he -receives him back from the 
dead and finds him ruler over all Eg- 
ypt cnd a savior of pillinides in all 
lands as well as of himself and his 
household. What a day it will be 
when the nation of Israel shall look 
upon Ilim whom they crucified and 
find in Him not only their own Mes- 
siah, but the one who will bring sal- 
vation to all nations! 

As Joseph’s brethren found him 
married, go Israel shall see their Mes- 
siah associated with His bride, the 
chureh, for when Christ, our life, shall 
appear, then shall we, also appear 
with Him in jlory (Col. iil, 4). 

It seems to me that there are just 
(wo prominent things in the lesson 
verses of today—Pharoah vestowing 
the best of all the land of Egypt upon 
Joseph's father and brethren and Ja- 
cob’s reply to the question of Phar- 
aoh: How old art thou? (Verses 6, 9, 
11). Because of the death and regur- 
rection of the Lord Jesus all who truly 
recejve Him and thus become His 
brethren are blessed with al) things 
{n Him, and believing this makes us 
strangers and pilgrims here and fills 
us with a sense of our own unworth}- 
ness (1 Pet. ff, 11). 

So Joseph nourished his father and 
his brethren and all their households 
during all thg remaining years of 
famine (verse 12), and Jacob lived in 
the land of Dgypt seventeen ycars, 
tho first seventeen years of Jacob's 
life (xxxvil, 2; xlvil, 28). It is worth 
while to consider the seven weepings 
of Joseph, but I think the last is in 
some respects the most touching. He 
had nourished his brethren and their 
families for seventeen years, having 
fully assured them of his forgiveness 
at the beginning of that period, but 
now, their father being dead, they 
suy: he will certainly requite ug all 
the evil which we did unto him.

Joseph wept when they spake unto 
bim.

What shall we 
say of those who, having come to 
Christ and received Him as _ their 


Saviour, will not take His word for it 
tbat He has freely and fully forgiven 
all their sins and will remember them 
no more, but seem to be evc- !n doubt 
concerning their acceptance’ In Ja 
cob’s farewell predictions to his sons 
concerning the last days note the pre 
eminence of Judah concerning the 
Messiah (xlix, 10) and the wondrous 
typical sugzestiveness in the portion 
concerning Joseph (slix, 22-26).
